Just a reminder folks if you haven't been on 6 meters for a long time 
the DX window is from 50.100 to 50.125 and is meant for intercontinental 
QSO's not general rag-chewing or chasing grid squares. Also please 

know your grid square..... signal reports and QTH's (city and state) are 
fine but "most" 6 meter ops want to know your grid square. (Lots of 

free rpograms out there to determine and and also to calculate beam 
headings and distances using the Maidenhead grid squares. Check the 
ARRL BBS for starters) 


More and more CW on 6 meters....check 50.100 > 50.085 area. Also lots 
of low power, QRP, beacons. Again check the ARRL BBS for listing.

A beam and a rotator are always better, and maybe more than you might 
think. Lest we deceive ourselves let's look at the winners. Who walks 
and who just talks? 


Last year, if memory serves me correctly, N6ULU, Stan, won the Fox event 
-his antenna, 4 elements at 90 ft. on 40M. Again, if memory serves me 
correctly, W8MVN was accused in this very forum of cheating on the 5 watt 
limit in various Sprints and QSO parties. He probably made a special 
trip to the QRP forum at Dayton, just to dispell such rumors and show off 
his antenna-two element delta loop at 70 ft. on 40M (Steve Hideg's QRP-L 
WWW, QQ Oct.95, QRPp Sept.95). 


I finally got my first Alaska on 40. His antenna - 4 element 40M Yagi at 
45 feet. He called me and moved me clear of some QRM he was hearing that 
I was not. Good thing he needed my state or the QSO probably would not 
have occured. 


Indeed, if you have access to aluminum tubing, towers or masts, from 
hardware houses these days and can implement such without frightening 
your neighbors then go for it. Shucks, you don't even need one of them 
electric rotators. The armstrong system still works, even in 1996.
